ercises. 


Before introducing the 
speakers 


tho chairman, Dr. Jackson, spoke of 
the intent and purpose of the meet- 
ing, urging the necessHy of a mili-1 
(ant attitude for the modern cliuich I 
which would be of 
service to its j 


community and of the applicability 
OL the doctrines of social service lu 
the question in hand. 
lie then introduced the first speak- 
er, lion. James A. White, attorney 
for the Ohio 
Anti-Saloon 
League, 


whose 
quick wit, keen, analytical 


reasoning and easy faimlianty with 
!iis .subject, quickly won his audience. 
Mr. White first won distinction 
as 


reform mayor of Bariiesville, O., and 
.since his term of ollice has been con- 
stantly prominent in public activities 
.and reform movements. A promin- 
ent Methodist, he has twice been oho 
.•-•en as delegate to the quadrennial 
general conference, the greatest leg- 
islative body of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church. 


The people of Ohio, he said, are 


Taist forgetting the wet and dry ques- 
•tioji, and the present day problem is 
simply that of law enfoicement 
or 


non-enforcement. 
Recent 
decisions 


of the supreme court of Ohio have 
offered 
tho 
final 
interpretations 


which, from a legal point of 
view 


have already fought and won with 
the people. 
Similar decisions favor- 


able to the cause, have 
been 
ex- 


pressed by the 
supremo courts of 


Kansas, Nebraska, Illinois, Maryland 
.and other states. 
We have now in 


Ohio more mayors than ever before 
•who reverence their oath of office-— 
more city and county officials 
who 


are awake to the need of law en- 
forcement. 
The lawless man is no 


working factor in the government of 
the community; what we need most 
is a localized patriotism. 
We need 


to catch the spirit of the battlefield, 
tthe spirit which will stand up and be 
vomited, even when it costs 
some- 


thing. 
The speaker went on to a discus- 


sion of circumstances attending the 
]>assago of tho Rose county local op- 
tion law and of later contention for 
prohibition in legislation. He urged 
recognition of patriotism against par- 
tisanship—of the demands for home 
protection, civic decency and 
better 


manhood. 
Tie pleaded for an unde- 


nominational, non-sectarian union of 
Christian sentiment, that would crys- 
tallize into a power of righteousness 
3'or the uplift of humanity. 


Tho second 
speaker introduced 


by the chairman was Rev. P. A. Ba- 
ker of Wcsterville, superintendent °C 
the Ohio Anti-Saloon League. 


In opening his subject, he spoke of 
ttie interest centering in tho recent 
vote in Maine, emphasizing his posjh 
lion by extracts from a recently re- 
ceived letter from the sceno of con- 
tention. After discussing only brief- 
ly the theme so suggested, ho intro- 
duced the next speaker, T. AT. Hare, 
superintendent of 
tho Anti-Saloon 


League of West Virginia, who fol- 
lowed the theme suggested by 
the 


preceding adclressos. 
He 
spoke of 


rfiopeful conditions in his own state, 


resultant largely from recent action 
of 
the West 
Virginia 
legislature, 


tending toward constitutional prolu- 
tion. 
Ot the 55 counties 
of 
the 


state, 39 are now dry, with actual 
law enforcement. 
In most of these 


counties, prohibition is long standing 
and a settled condition; but 
this 


territory 
ot 
wondertul 
industrial 


ricnness is to be the scene of a great 
struggle, for which the only solution 
will be state-wide prohibition. With 
great earnestness, lightened by oc- 
casional reference to some of 
the 


humorous phases of the situation, he 
declared that the situation in Ohio 
was bound to be wonderfully influ- 
enced by conditions in her neighbor- 
ing state, especially along the bor- 
der counties and towns.

Made Raid On Steel Stocks 
After Govenment Policy 


Was Announced 


PALATIAL MORGAN HOME 


Used Last Night for Conference 


of Directors Who Announce 


Trust Will Not Disselve. 


New York, Sept. 27. — The future 


of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion is the profound problem in Wall 
street. -The attitude of the depart- 
ment of justice of the federal gov- 
ernment, which was used last week 
by a coterie of "insiders" as the ba- 
sis for a raid on Steel stocks 
by 


which something like several hund- 
red millions in profits 
'have been, 


garnered, is as much a .mystery to- 
day as it was then. 


When Wall street heard that Jt 


Pierpont Morgan, the financial fath- 
er of the Steel Corporation, attend- 
ed the meeting of the finance com- 
mittee of that company, which, is a 
very unusual thing for him to do, 
and that he was 
accompanied 
by 


Francis Lynde Stetson, chief of tha 
legal corps of the Steel Trust, 
the 


stock market was changed from a 
decline into buoyancy and values b«- 
gan to climb. 
' - 


That the directors of the Steel 


Corporation regard their company as 
a legal organization and one for the 
"benefit of the public interest," ana 
therefore they will not take volun- J~ 
tary steps to dissolve the big- com- '' 
pany, was formally settled in a state- 
ment given out shortly before mid- 
night last night after a conference 
in the library of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan's palatial home. 
This statement 


declares that the company lias "scrrj- 
pulously observed tho law," and that 
it has been advised by its coun&el 
that it is not in violation of 
the 


Sherman act, "as interpreted in re- 
cent decisions of the supreme court." 


On top of all these uncertainties 


the Wall Street Journal 
yesterday 


electrified the financial community 
with a printed statement in 
whfehi 


it intimated that the "arrest 
anil 


prosecution of J. Pierpont 
Morgan. 


for his part in placing the steel man- 
ufacturing business of this country 
in a commanding position would be

According to the new rules a for- 


ward pass is illegal when the player 
receiving it fails to bold on to the 
ball.

last year he had to wait till the man 
took at least two steps. 
There was

Another important change in the 


code is that which lessens the time 
between 
quarters.

belore resuming play that they be- 
came thoroughly chilled, their mus- 
cles stiffening and preventing them 
from putting up their best game. 


Now the teams will only 
pause 


long enough between quarters 
to 


permit of their changing goals. 


In the future the umpire will keep

war ended.

dollars worth of flax seed in the fis- 
cal year 1 im is indicated by the rec- 
ords of the Bureau of Statistics, de- 
partment of 
commerce and 
labor, 


now completed for tho ten months 
onding with April 1911. 
During that 


period the imports of flax seed or 1m- 
socd, agKff'Katod eight and one quar- 
ter million bushels, compared with a 
little over threo million bushels last 
year and :>:'.,ooo bushels in tho cor- 
responding 
period 
of 
1000. 
Tho 


growth in value is even greater, tho 
ton months liguros of tho current fis- 
cal year being sixteen and three- 
quarter million dollars, against five 
million in 1!)10 and but $73,025 in 
!!)()!). 
Tho estimated Importation of 


twenty million dollars wirth of flax- 
seed in the fiscal year 
which ends 


with the present month exceeds by 
more than ten million dollars the 
value imported in 1009, is nearly 
eighteen million dollars above tho 
record of 1!)(>1. and is by far Inrger 
than that of any other year. 
During 


the ten years. 1901 to 1910. inclus- 
ive, a total of thirteen million dol- 
lars or an average annual 
importa- 


tion of $1,300,000 
is 
shown, 
as 


against $20.000.000 for the single 
year 1911 now drawing to a close. 


Flaxseed furnishes the bulk of the 


twenty-eight million dollars" worth of 
seeds of various kinds imported dur- 
ing the year. 
The other leading 


classes include sugar beet, clover and 
castor beans. 
Of these, the imports 


of clover seed during the year will 
be about three million dollars, and 
those of sugar beet and castor seed 
each about $700,000. The remaining 
three and three-quarter million dol- 
lars worth of seeds imported include 
grass, mustard, beet, cabbage, poppy 
and flower seeds valued by reason of 
the volatile oils and perfumes con- 
tained, such as anise, caraway, cori- 
ander and fennel. 


The price of imported flax seed 


tends to increase from year to year. 
In 1S97 the average price per bushel 
was $1.03; in 1901, $1.27; in 1903, 
$1.50; in 1909, 
$1.40; in 
1910, 


$1.70; and in 1911, 
$2.04. for the 


high record importation of eight and 
one quarter million bushels in the 
ten months ending with April. 


Argentina is the chief source of 


the flaxseed imported to the United 
States, about sixty per cent of the 
imports during 
1910 
having been 


from that country, compared with 
about twenty-five per cent from Can- 
ada and about four 
per cent each 


from the British Indies and Belgium. 
Nearly all the sugar beet seed is im- 
ported from Germany, while clover 
seed is imported chiefly from Ger- 
many, Canada and France. 


The very large increase in impor- 


tation of flax seed during 1911 is due 
to the partial failure of the crop last 
ypar. 
The flaxseed crop of the Uni- 


ted States is, according to the fig- 
ures of the bureau of statistics, of 
the deaartment of agriculture, chief- 
ly produced in Minnesota and North 
Dakota. 
The crop in North Dakota 


last year was to a large extent a fail- 
ure, reducing the domestic produc- 
tion 
by 
nearly one-half, 
and the 


amount available for market pur- 
poses, aside from seed, fully one-half 
hence the large importations in the 
current year from foreign countries. 


The shortage in the domestic crop 


of flaxseed and persumably in the 
production of linseed oil is reflected 
in the large imports of oil of that 
character during the curcnt, fiscal 
year. 
During the nine months end- 


ing with March, 1911 tho imports for 
consumption of linseed oil aggregate 
3,207,425 gallons, valued at $2,193,- 
(J79 compared with 4G7,6t>4 gallons, 
valued at $258,390 in the entire fis- 
cal year 1910 and but 2S.102 gallons 
valued at $13,240 in the fiscal year 
1909.
